Canada's  Major  Industries 

MONDAYS  10  LECTURES 

As  Canada  increases  in  stature  as  a world  trading 
power,  there  is  a new  interest  in  examining  the  founda- 
tions for  our  industrial  greatness.  By  selecting  ten  repre- 
sentative industries  and  examining  their  relative  im- 
portance and  growth  possibilities,  a broad  picture  of 
the  factors  which  contribute  to  this  business  stature 
will  be  presented. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  a new  course,  designed 
primarily  for  persons  concerned  with  our  industrial 
future;  suppliers,  investors,  accountants,  lawyers  and 
engineers.  The  course  should  also  be  of  interest  to 
university  students  considering  employment  in  the  in- 
dustries to  be  studied. 

Each  two  hour  session  will  consist  of  four  parts:  the 
introductory  lecture  by  the  course  director;  a film  to 
show  production  or  manufacturing  methods  in  the  in- 
dustry; a talk  by  a well  qualified  guest  speaker  who  will 
discuss  certain  aspects  of  his  industry;  and  a question 
period. 

During  the  first  class  period,  the  introductory  lecture 
will  cover  the  relative  importance  of  Canadian  energy 
sources  both  now  and  as  forecast  for  1980.  The  guest 
speaker  will  outline  and  comment  on  the  existing  balance 
between  our  primary,  secondary  and  service  industries 
in  comparison  with  the  predictions  made  in  the  report 
of  the  Gordon  Commission. 

In  each  succeeding  two  hour  session,  an  industry  will 
be  studied  in  terms  of  its  importance  to  the  Canadian 
economy,  its  location,  raw  materials,  manufacturing 
methods,  major  products,  marketing  (including  its  re- 
liance on  export),  research  and  growth  possibilities.  The 
programme,  listing  these  industries,  is  shown  on  the 
opposite  page.
